When looking at my table above we can see that I have given three larger or parent 
categories based around what may be found in a grocery store. This was decided based on my 
experiences working in Walmart and what different groups of people my stock during their shift 
within a certain area of the store. Each parent group is an area that a worker may find on a 


stocking pallet and gets more specific with each level. 


The first parent group I decided on was Toiletries. This encompasses anything that may 
be considered necessary for personal hygiene and grooming and often is its own section within a 
grocery store. Under Toiletries, I have included three broader child groups, Haircare, Tooth Care, 
and Feminine Products. Under that is five narrow child groups, but these are split between the 
different broader child groups. I have placed shampoo and conditioner under Haircare, under 
Tooth Care, we see toothbrushes and toothpaste, and finally, under Feminine Products I have 
placed pads. These are things that would be found on isles specific to Haircare, Tooth Care and 


Feminine products. 


I have repeated the above process in the second two examples as well. The second parent 
group I created was Produce. Under Produce, I have placed Frozen Fruit, Vegetables, and Fresh 
Fruit. Under Frozen Fruit, I have included mixed fruits. I placed broccoli and carrots under 


Vegetables. Finally, I placed apples and oranges under Fresh Fruit. 


The final example I have included is Beverages. Under the parent grouping of Beverages, 
Ihave placed the broader child groups of Soda, Juice, and Milk. Under Soda, I have included 
Pepsi and Coke, which could then be broken down further if so wished. Under Juice, I have 
included apple juice. Finally, under Milk I have included soy milk and whole milk, two common 


types of milk.
